Columbus-Belmont State Park 
unveils sign for Trail of Tears

John Benge anxiously looked out across 
the icy waters of the Mississippi River as 
his detachment set up camp at the current 
Columbus-Belmont State Park. He and his 
1,100 other Cherokee were exhausted from 
travel, having departed more than a month 
before from Fort Payne, Alabama, as they 
were forced out of their homes. Benge led 
his detachment on a unique route, one that 
no other detachment had taken and none 
other would. Using the Comprehensive 
Management and Use Plan-Map supplement 
of the National Park Service as a guide, the 
Benge detachment first headed for Gunter’s 
Landing, crossed the Tennessee River, and 
traveled south and west of the heavier traveled 
“Northern Land Route.” They crossed the 


Tennessee River again at Reynolds Ferry and 
went through what is today known as Nathan 
Bedford Forrest Sate Park in Benton County, 
Tennessee. The detachment then continued 
through Paris, Tenn., up to Clinton and finally 
to Columbus, where they camped while 
waiting to cross the Mississippi River and 
continued into Indian Territory. Most likely, 
the Cherokee camped at the site now known 
as the Columbus-Belmont State Park. 

On Thursday, 174 years later, a sign was 
finally unveiled to commemorate the historical 
event at Columbus-Belmont State Park. 

More than 100 people from the area, 
including representatives from the Cherokee 
Nation gathered at the entrance to Columbus- 
Belmont State Park for the Unveiling

Two years in 
Tanzania 

Byassee shares her Peace 
Corps adventure with Rotary

“I was about to turn 30 in 
2009, and I felt like I needed 
to shake up my life,” Jessica 
Byassee told Clinton Rotary 
members on Wednesday. 
When Jessica applied for a 
position as a Peace Corps 
Volunteer (PCV) in May of 
2009, she had no idea where 
the next three years would 
take her. Now, home on a six 
week break after spending 
two years in the Mbeya 
region of Tanzania, she has 
no regrets. 

Jessica originally applied 
for a position with the 
Peace Corps in 2003 after 
graduating from college 
and working for a year, but 
decided against it before 
the process was complete. 
In May of 2009, she began 
the process again and stuck 


with it. In January 2010, 
she received an invitation to 
serve as a PCV in Tanzania. 

“Africa was not one of my 
top three choices,” Jessica 
said, “but after spending two 
years there, I can’t imagine 
having served anywhere 
else.” In June 2010, when 
she arrived in Tanzania, 
Jessica spent nine weeks 
in a pre-service training 
program. Throughout the 
program, she was bombarded 
with extensive courses in 
language (Swahili), culture, 
and technical skills that 
would allow her to survive 
the next 26 months. After the 
pre-service training, Jessica 
was off to her village in the 
Mbeya region, where she 
would spend the next two 
years as the only American

Hickman Countians enjoy good music 
and great food at Hot August Night 


Twenty-three Corvettes rolled into Clinton Saturday night 
to participate in the Hot August Night block party. Members 
of the Four Rivers Corvette Club and the Glass Packs started 
their adventure at the 90’ cross in Wickliffe, where they 
lined up for photos.

Many Hickman County 
farmers have been busy 
shelling corn, starting the first 
week in August. Weatherford 
Farms began shelling corn 
August 14, harvesting about 
1,900 acres. With this year’s 
harvest coming about three- 
weeks earlier than normal 
because of the dry conditions, 
yields are down. “We started 
earlier because the moisture 
is dryer than normal,” stated 
Steve Weatherford. 

During a year when the 
county is feeling the effects 
of one of the worst droughts 
in many years, farmers are 
looking to harvest their corn 
at its peak dryness. 

“With the drought affecting 
the yield of this year’s crops, 


they are now looking for 
15.5% or less moisture to 
avoid taking an additional hit 
at the grain elevator,” stated 
UK Extension Agent Cam 
Kenimer. They usually start 
harvesting when the crop 
reaches 18% moisture. 

“The return isn’t going to be 
good. We are predicting about 
70-75 bushels per acre.” This 
is half of the county average. 
Over the last 11 years, the 
yields have been around 144 
bushels, with 2009 recording 
the best yield at 169 bushels 
per acre (based on 39,000 
acres harvested). 

“My yields are averaging 
around 70 bushels per acre,” 
stated Weatherford. “I’ll have 
some fields a lot worse and 
some better.” He has some 
acreage fairing better than 


others due to planting dates, 
soil type, corn maturity, and 
varieties, which all play a 
factor in yields along with 
a tenth of an inch or two of 
rain in different parts of the 
county. 

“With the recent rains that 
we have had, soybean crops 
could be decent,” continued 
Kenimer. “Maybe around 39- 
40 bushels and only 30-35 on 
double crops, behind wheat, 
for soybeans. I hope I am 
wrong and I am giving too 
low of an average.” (Some of 
those rains have missed many 
parts of Hickman County.) 
The elevenyear average is 
39.5 bushels per acre with 
the best yield coming again 
in 2009 at 47.5 (based on

Canadian visitors find refuge under the big oak tree near Oakwood Cemetery

On a warm August Thursday afternoon, Canadians Garry Blaney, 
Louise Jacques, Jacques Grenier, and Huguette LaGrange from 
Quebec were intrigued enough by not only by the shade the tree 
provided, but also by the mere size of it, to stop briefly to rest. On 
August 22, as the cool early morning hours turned to heat at mid¬ 
day, they stopped for a few minutes of rest at the intersection of 
239 and 123. 

The foursome have been traveling on motorcycles, beginning 
their journey from Canada’s largest province by area to Tennessee 
and taking in the sights of Memphis, Nashville, and Pigeon Forge. 

The shade tree sitting prominently next to Oakwood Cemetery 
and across the street from Oakwood United Methodist Church 
provided them the perfect opportunity to take a break. They also 
snapped some photos by the “big oak tree.” (It is estimated that the 
tree could easily be over 100 years old.) 

Each summer the two couples choose various locations in the 
United States to enjoy their vacation time. They have been to 
Maine, which is only about five or six hours from their home in 
Quebec, to Milwaukee, Wisconsin, and this year they are traveling 
to Tennessee. 


Sometimes they stay in motels, and with all their gear in tow, they 
also pitch tents in various state parks. “It is a lot of work putting the 
campsite together for just one night,” Garry noted, “to sometimes 
we do it when we know we are going to stay a couple of days in one 
location.” They prefer to travel during the earlier hours of the day 
to avoid the summer heat. 

“It is about 1,500 to 1,600 miles from Quebec to Memphis,” 
stated Garry, a truck driver. This isn’t Garry’s first trip to this area; 
as a truck driver, as he once picked up a load of electrodes at SGL 
Group, The Carbon Company in the past. “I was here about ten 
years ago,” he added. 

Most of the group spoke French, as Quebec is the only Canadian 
province with a predominantly French-speaking population and the 
only one whose sole official language is French at the provincial 
level (according to Wikipedia). 

As they cycled through Tennessee they stopped to pick some 
cotton, fascinated to see it growing. They also enjoyed the 
different scenery of this region when compared to the fact that

• arctic above the 58th parallel 

Most inhabitants live in urban areas near the Saint Lawrence River 
between Montreal and Quebec City. Quebec covers 643,419 square 
miles and is located at the northeastern tip of North America. 

When, by happenstance, I saw Garry, Louise, Jaques, and 
Huguette, by the elegantly looming shade tree, they were on their 
way home. “We are heading up to 1-57,” said Garry. “If all goes 
well, we should make it back to Quebec by Sunday.”

51,200 acres harvested that 
year). 

It seems Kenimer is not 
estimating too low. “Our 
yields are down and the 
quality of the seed is bad,” 
stated Weatherford. “Earlier 
plantings of beans are better 
than later. We have double 
crop beans dying.” 

Weatherford, a long time 
farmer, recalls 1983 as the 
worst that he can remember 
when dealing with the affects 
of a drought. Another dry 
year was 1988. “It was also 
dry, but farming practices 
are different and we do a lot 
of no-tilling,” he said. 

Weatherford currently does 
not have any irrigation in his 
fields. “I have talked about a 
center pivot,” he said, “but 
you need the right acres or 
it’s not feasible.” 

Nevertheless, “the 

widespread drought has 
caused much attention on 
the impact of the rising price 
of corn beginning to affect 
food prices. While there 
is no doubt that the higher 
corn prices we are observing 
are going to affect what we 
pay for groceries, it varies 
considerably on the food 
product and the time period 
being considered,” states 
Will Snell, Extension Ag 


Economist on corn prices. 

Overall, only about every 
15 cents out of every dollar 
consumers spend on food 
can be attributed to the value 
of farm products. Packaging, 
storage, transportation, labor, 
profits, among other non¬ 
farm items comprise 85% of 
what we pay in the grocery 
stores for our food. 

The impact of higher corn 
prices has a much greater 
impact on the cost of meats 
and dairy products than on 
processed foods (such as com 
flakes) and beverages (corn- 


sweetened soft drinks). 

Meanwhile, Weatherford 
and all county farmers will 
continue to do what they can 
to help provide this country 
with the safest and most 
economical food products 
that they can. 

“This year has been bad,” 
noted Weatherford, “but 
it could be worse! Most 
farmers have crop insurance, 
which will help.” 

Keeping a positive frame of 
mind Weatherford concluded 
with, “There is always next 
year.”

With 
my flat foot I doubt that I 
would have passed a physical 
had I been drafted. But for 


whatever reason I wasn’t. 

The inscription on the 
document that will be framed 
reads: 

“The Flag of the 
United States of America. 
This is to certify that the 
accompanying American 
Flag was flown in the face of 
the enemy over Bagram Air 
Field, Afghanistan on behalf 
of all of those who have 
served the United States 
through military service 
by SSG Brett Lasklee, a 
fellow Benton Countian and 
deployed member of the 
Tennessee National Guard 
during Operation Enduring 
Freedom on Veteran’s 
Day November 11, 2011 
(11/11/11) in appreciation 
and Honor of the support 
given to the deployments 
of Benton County Service 
Members. This certificate 
presented to The Camden 
Chronicle.

when reform bill first went 
into affect,” he added. “My 
empty beds are in the restricted 
custody center where low risk 
inmates are held (community 
service workers). These are the 
inmates that House Bill 463 
(justice reform bill) reduced 
so there aren’t as many of 
those inmates available these 
days. 

’’Because we are a smaller 
facility and there are lots of 
logistical problems here with 
jail design, staffing, etc., I 
don’t have a SAP program,” 
he said. The Fulton County 
Detention Center (FCDC), 
now with over 300 beds 
and adding on, does have a 
Substance Abuse Program.

antihistamine like Claritin.” 

All Hickman County 
residents should take note of 
Dr. Smith’s tip of the week. 
“All patients that are taking 
multiple medications should 
carry on their person a list of 
those medications in case they 
see a different doctor or have 
a need to visit the emergency 
room,” he said. “Having the 
correct dosages listed makes it 
easier for a doctor, especially 
one that is not regularly 
treating you, to be assured they 
continue your medications 
correctly.” This is extremely 
important if the patient is in 
the hospital for an extended 
time frame or is unresponsive 
when they arrive. 

“It is also important to 
list allergies on that list of 
medications and to update 
the list each time you doctor 
changes your medications,” 
concluded Dr. Smith.

is currently housing 60 
inmates, as of late, in an 80-bed 
facility., which isn’t enough 
to break even. “Many folks 
dream of the jail ‘breaking 
even,”’ commented Jailer 
Frizzell. “As of today, the jail 
would need around 110 state 
inmates to pay for itself. I 
don’t see that happening in 
an 80 bed facility especially 


after HB 463 was signed into 
law last year. Each year, more 
regulations are passed that 
cause our costs to rise as well. 
We will strive to provide a safe 
and secure facility on a limited 
budget while also providing 
free inmate labor to the city 
and county thus reducing their 
personnel costs drastically.”

in a village of around 2,500. 
Jessica was given a small 
house with a deep hole in 
the ground (a choo) as a 
restroom. She had to clear 
off her coffee table to use for 
meal prep space and cooked 
with a small kerosene stove. 

“I was lucky to be able to 
use kerosene,” Byassee said. 
“Most of the locals cook 
with either wood or charcoal, 
which takes a lot longer.” 

Jessica showed Rotary 
members photos of her 
living area (which she 
vastly improved the look of 
during her stay), her washing 
machine and dryer (a water 
tub and clothes line), and her 
dish washer (two small water 
tubs). 

“I really didn’t mind 
washing clothes,” she said. 
“It took most of the morning, 
but there was no rush.” 

Jessica was also lucky to 
have a water hydrant out in 
her courtyard, where she had 
easy access to water. She 
told Rotary that most of the 
women there had to carry 
water back and forth over a 
long distance. 

Managing to survive in 
such an environment would 
drive many Americans to 
the brink of exhaustion. 
Not Jessica, she found time 
to work with the locals to 
find ways to improve their 
lifestyle. Agricultural variety 
in Jessica’s village was 
virtually nonexistent. They 
grew tomatoes and onions 
to sell in the market, and 
that was it.
